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It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:
Sec. 1. 32 V.S.A. § 3802(18) is added to read:

(18) Real property owned by a State-recognized Indian tribe, by an

enrolled member of a State-recognized Indian tribe, or by a nonprofit

organization associated with a State-recognized Indian tribe, provided those

real properties have sacred or cultural significance. As used in this

subdivision, “State-recognized Indian tribe” refers to tribes recognized under 1

V.S.A. chapter 23.

Sec. 2. EFFECTIVE DATE

This act shall take effect on July 1, 2019 and apply to grand lists lodged for

fiscal year 2021 and after.
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
